NOMINATIONS TO PREAKNESS STAKES. 

Promising Young Horses to Contest in the Revival 
of an Old-Time Event. 

One of the big attractions of the Maryland Jockey 
(’bib spring meeting at Pimlico this year will be 
the. revival of the famous old Preakness Stakes, 
which was at one time one of the most coveted 
sporting events in a racing way in this country. 
The running of t lie Preakness Stakes was discon- 
tinued when Pimlico lost its prestige as a racing 
|K>int. and the renewal of this fatuous old event 
means that some of the glory of the old days is re- 
turning to the Maryland course. 

Following are the conditions of the Preakness 
and its entries: 

Tlie Preakness — For three-year-olds. Bv sub- 
scription of $25 each; starters to pay $50 additional, 
to the winner, with $2,000 added, of which $3<Hi 
to the second and $2<M) to tlie third. The Jockey 
Club of New York to present to tlie winner cup or 
plate to the value of $500. Winners at any time 
-of $10,009. fonr pounds extra. Horses nor cr hav- 
ing won $3 . ink), if non winners in 1909 of $1,500, 
allowed five pounds. Other horses never having won 
$2,500. if non winners in P.MHi of three races of any 
value or one of $1,000. allowed ten pouuds, and if 
non winners in 1909, allowed 15 pounds. Maidens 
allowed 20 pounds. One mile.

$:;.5no being, indeed, the most valuable of the thre-e- 
vcar’old events in Canada. Tlie other stakes arc 
the Niagara. $1,500. five furlongs, for two-year-olds; 
Fort Erie, selling. $1,500. six furlongs; Grand Ca 
nadiau Steeplechase, $1,200. full course: Iroquois. 

$1,500. two- year-old handicap, five and a half fur 
longs; Canadian Sportsman Handicap. $1,500. a mile 
and a sixteenth. The stakes will close May 15.
